Manila, May 11, 



Havana, May 11. — La Patria, one of 
the best edited papers in Havana, 
came out Wednesday with an editorial 
strongly indorsing the American ad- 
ministration, 



Reports received 
from the insurgent line, which, how- 
ever, have not been confirmed, say that 
a meeting of the Filipino congress has 
been held at San Isidro. There was no 
quorum present, but in spite of this 
fact some business was transacted. 
The reports add that, although those 
who attended were mostly partisans of 
Aguinaldo, a strong desire for peace 
was expressed. 

Maj. Gen. Mac Arthur will probably 
remain at San Fernando until fresh 
troops can be forwarded to him from 
this city to replace some of the volun- 
teers who have become exhausted from 
the long campaign. Filipino riflemen 
to the number of 8,000 are entrenched 
on three sides of Bacolor. 

The Americans, however, are fully 
able to hold the city if Monday’s at- 
tack was a specimen of the enemy’s 
fighting ability. The United States 
Philippine commission has been con- 
sidering a provincial constitution for 
the island of Negros, which 
was framed by Col. Smith and 
leading natives. It is largely 
modeled after the constitution of Cali- 
fornia. While it has many good 
points, the commission will probably 
recommend a uniform government for 
all the provinces. This constitution, 
it is intended, will give the natives 
self-government, co-operating with the 
military regime. Work on the consti- 
tution has been apportioned to the 
several members of the Philippine 
commission. The report of President 
Schurman will give special attention 
to national, provincial and municipal 
government; Col. Charles Denby will 
consider the organization of courts 
and Prof. D. C. Worcester will investi- 
gate tribal, physical and commercial 
features in the islands. All the mem- 
| bers of the commission are consulting 
with resident experts. 



The Parade of the Veterans Occurre 
the Afternoon After Which Memor 
ial Services Will Be Held— Gen. 
Gordon's Address. 



Shouts of Defiance and Hatred Were Heard 
on Both Sides — The Soldiers Had 
Loaded Their Pieces and Were 
Awaiting Orders. 



The Gun Was Charged With 1O0 Pounds 
Smokeless Powder to Discharge the 
Bronze Shell Containing 83 
Pounds Wet Gun Cotton. 



It’s utterances are re- 
garded as representing the best thought 
of the thinking element of the com- 
munity. The editorial says in part: 

“If any shadow of doubt could remain 
as to the absolutely imperious necessity 
of the expulsion of old Spanish regime 
in order that Cuba might have true 
liberty and progress, it must vanish 
when one analyses the series 
of phenomena developed before our 
sight day by day^ We are eliminating 
traditional impediments and getting 
rid of the apparently impassable ob- 
stacles which four centuries of evil 
training in political administration 
had thrown in our path.” 

La Patria goes on to contrast the 
American method with that of the 
“obstinate Spanish” in dealing with 
even the simplest reforms. 

On this point it says: 

“Formerly there was agitation among 
the people; oceans of ink and tons ol 
paper were used; floods of oratory 
were poured out and then every thing 
ended at Madrid in the froth of Span- 
ish promises. On the other hand in 
these days of fruitful though 
silent work we learn of the 
most radical forms when they 
Kre published in the Official Gazette, 
without being preceded by a magnifi- 
cent conglomeration of oratory and 
colored fire. An order of six lines, 
with a very short preamble, will repre- 
sent some bold and beneficent measure. 
I might say that for us a thin sheet of 
paper separates the medieval world 
from the 19th century and oftentimes 
the writing is not indispensable to en- 
able us to pass from darkness to light.” 

As an illustration of its argument 
La Patria cites the separation of 
church and state and draws a picture 
of the “wild parliamentary scenes” 
that would have occurred if suc.i a 
subject had been agitated in the 13th 
century. 

“Yet this has been accomplished,” it 
says, “by the Americans, and through 
this a thousand enormities have been 
effaced.” 

Senor Perfecto LaCoste, mayor of 
Havana, with the approval of Maj. 
Gen. Ludlow will issue a decree pro- 
hibiting the wearing of undershirts 
exposed — that is, uncovered by outer 
shirts or coats — in public places, door- 
ways, window's or balconies under pen- 
alty of imprisonment at hard labor, in 
the discretion of the court. As teams- 
ters, mechanics and most laborers are 
accustomed to work in undershirts 
with short sleeves the decree is likely 
to increase the use of profane lan- 
guage and harsh expressions among 
the lower classes. It is a revival of the 
municipal ordinance of 1S94, which had 
not been enforced. Another decree 
has been issued prohibiting smoking 
in street cars and omnibuses. With 
reference to the latter La Lucha said 
Thursday that such an order is “petty 
and unreasonable among a population 
devoted to tobacco.” 



Manila, May 10. — Only the entreatiee 
of Aguinaldo averted last Tuesday a 
civil war between the forces of his twe 
rival generals, Luna and Mascardo. 
They were actually drawn up in battle 
array. 

This and a positive confirmation of 
the news that Luna has been dan- 
gerously wounded in the shoulder 
in the battle of Saint Tomas 
are the most important items of 
intelligence brought by the army gun- 
boats Laguna de Bay and Cavadonga, 
which returned Tuesday from a brisk 
expedition up the San Fernando river. 
Itw'as immediately before the battle of 
St. Tomas that the insurgents so 
nearly arrived at the point of begin- 
ning to exterminate one another. Gen. 
Luna, when he' saw that an engage- 
ment with the American troops was 
inevitable, sent back an aid pos-t-haste 
to Badolor, where Gen. Mascardo was 
demanding reinforcements. 

Mascar o’s reply was that he would 
take orders from no one but Agui- 
naldo. This defiance so infuriated 
Luna that in spite of the impending 
conflict with the common enemy he 
took 1,500 of his soldiery and made a 
forced march to Bacolor, intent on 
chastising his comrade in arms. Mas- 
cardo was will ng ando:dered his com- 
mand into line of battle. Shouts of 
hatred and defiance were heard on 
both sides. Outside the opposing 
forces the insurgent camp was all con- 
fusiar. 

Aguinaldo, who was terrified by the 
situation, ordered his chief of staff, 
Col. Arguclles, to make peace at all 
hazards. The soldiers had loaded their 
pieces and were waiting for orders to 
begin the onslaught when Arguelles 
galloped between the lines frantical- 
ly waving a flag of truce. There was 
an angry conference between him and 
the rival generals. 

Aguinaldo was drawn into it. With 
all the intensity at his command he 
begged Luna and Mascardo not to 
plunge the Filipino forces into civil 
strife at a time when they were al- 
ready broken and demoralized by suc- 
cessive defeats at the hands of the 
Americans. His entreaties prevailed 
for the time being. Gen. Luna sullenly 
returned to the front after the com- 
manding general had provided him 
with reinforcements and ordered Mas- 
cardo to be court-martialed for not 
having sent them at first. 



charleston, S. C-, May 10. -In gala 
dress of bunting and festoons of elec 
trie lights Charleston was Tuesday 
night welcoming the visitors and dele- 
gate*. to the Ninth reunion of the 
United Confederate Veterans. All 
day the railroads have been emptying 
the men who wore the gray and their 
friends into the little city which heard 
the first hostile shot of the war be- 
tween the states. 

Most of the more distinguished ex- 
confederate leaders are already in the 
city, among them being Gens. Gordon, 
the commander-in-chief of the associa- 
tion; Stephen D. Lee, Wade Hampton, 
Clement A. Evans, Cabell, of Texas; 
George P. Harrison and Hardin. 

Gen. Wheeler arrived Wednesday. 

The reunion proper began Wednes- 
day, the only official function scheduled 
for Tuesday being the reception of the 
cruiser Raleigh, which was postponed 
until Wednesday, because of the ves- 
sel’s accident in going aground while 
coming up to the city Tuesday morn- 
ing. Tuesday night the great audi- 
torium, with a seating capacity of 7,000, 
was taxed to hold the crowd. 

A superb choir and orchestra fur- 
nished the musical portion of the exer- 
cises, and addresses were made by May- 
or Smyth, Gen. Wade Hampton and 
Maj. Theodore G. Barker. The prayer 
was made by Rev. Ellison Capers, bish- 
op of South Carolina and a brigadier 
general of the confederate army. 

Wednesday was the first day of the 
reunion, and the occasion was also .an 
observance of South Carolina memorial 
day. 

The parade of the veterans occurred 
in the afternoon, at the conclusion of 
which memorial exercises were held ic 
the Auditorium. Gen. Gordon pre- 
sided and delivered an address. The 
memorial address will be made by 
Gen. George Moorman, of New Or- 
leans, adjutant general of the confed- 
eracy. 

Many social functions are in prog- 
ress in honor of the distinguished 
visitors. 



To demonstrate 



New York, Maj' 10, 
the possibility of using gun cotton in 
shells fired by powder, without danger, 
there was a test at the Sandy Hook 
proving grounds Tuesday which re- 
sulted satisfactorily to the government 
officials. It will require at least two 
days to determine whether or not the 
test was a success from a scientific 
standpoint. The expe. iment was made 
with a Gathman fuse, with a sufficient 
quantity of powder to burst the gun 
from which the charge of gun cotton was 
fired. Small quantities of unexploded 
gun cotton were found after the test. 
Heretofore the drawback in discharg- 
ing gun cotton with the aid of powder 
has been the danger of a premature 
explosion. The Gathman fuse is made 
to operate and explode the cotton by a 
system whose success depends upon 
the revolving motion of the shelL To 
explode, the shell must be fired from a 
gun with a rifle bore, simple con- 
cussion not being sufficient to do it. 
The test was made with a 
15-inch Rodman gun, weighing 49,000 
pounds, 1G feet in length, the walls of 
the gun being 16)£ inches in diameter. 
The gun was placed in a pit 15 feet 
deep after 100 pounds of fine smoke- 
less powder had been rammed home, 
to be used to discharge the phosphor 
bronze shell containing S2 pounds of 32 
per cent, wet gun cotton. The Gathman 
fuse contained 9 1-G ounces of dry gun 
cotton and 35 grains of fulminate of 
mercury. 

The charge of powder was an exces- 
sive one and was for the purpose of 
bursting the gun without exploding 
the gun cotton. The bore of the gun 
was filled with wet sand, the gun cov- 
ered with sand and timber, the pit 
filled in with sand and a mound of 
the same material five feet high 
was built, making the depth of 
the gun 18 feet. An electric 
wire connected with the gun. There 
was an upheaval of sand and timber 
60 feet in the air and the huge hole 
was torn in the £and. A dozen pieces 
of the Rodman gun, which had burst 
into small pieces, were found in the 
sand, and also some small pieces of 
unexploded gun cotton. 

When an examination was made of a 
piece of the muzzle of the gun, it was 
found that the inner side, near the 
muzzle, was coated with phosphor 
bronze from the shell and the belief is 
that the shell was partly dislodged'and 
at least reached the muzzle of the gun 
before the shell burst. The officials, 
who were making the test, found the 
pressure gauge of the gun, but it was 
so badly twisted and bent that it was 
impossible to tell the force of the dis- 
charge. 

A score of laborers were set to work 
to dig down to the pit, where it is be- 
lieved a large mass of the unexploded 
gun cotton will be found. It will be 
some days before the task will be ac- 
complished. 

Among those who witnessed the 
test was Rr. Adm. Charles O’Neil, chief 
ordnance officer of the United States 
navy.

Courthouse of Randolph Guarded to Pre 
vent the Removal of Records— El- 
kins Declared the Count j Seat. 



Elkins, W. Va M May 11. — The coun- 
ty seat fight in Randolph county is 
assuming a very serious aspect. Elk- 
ins was declared the county seat, but 
the order was suspended 40 days to 
give Beverly a chance to apply for a 
writ of error to the court of appeals. 
All the while Elkins citizens were pre- 
paring to remove the records of the 
offices to Elkins. A mass meeting was 
held in the town hall, at which it w’as 
agreed a posse of nearly 500 citizens 
should go to Beverly and secure the 
county records. 

Beverly citizens heard of the Elkins- 
ites’ intentions and at once fortified 
the courthouse and adjacent buildings 
with a large armed force of citizens, 
who carried Winchesters and dyna- 
mite and were led by the famous 
ex-confederate major, J. F. Hard- 
ing. The Elkins mob, hearing of the 
strong guard about the courthouse at 
Beverl}', turned back, but will make 
another move. The armed force is 
keeping watch night and day over the 
courthouse, and trouble is feared. 



TREMENDOUS UNDERTAKING 



Nearly Seven Hundred Wagon Loads of 
Silver Dollars to Be Moved to the 
New Vaults in Philadelphia. 



Philadelphia, May 10.— The 6S,000,- 
000 of s lver dollars now in the vaults 
of the mint and postoffice buildings 
here, and which secures the issue of 
silver certificates, is to be transferred 
to the recently completed vaults in the 
mint site and began Tuesday. The 
money is inclosed in 08,000 boxes, $1,000 
to the box. 

The silver weighs 2,040 tons, and, 
each wagon carrying three tons, 680 
loads will be necessary. Allowing six 
loads per day, 113 consecutive days will 
elapse before the final transfer shall 
be made. The government has tw’o 
representatives at each vault, and ia 
also represented by one guard on each 
wagon. 



FATAL DISPUTE OVER A BILL 



Four Men are Dead in the Fight Which 
Was Precipitated — TheFight Was a 
Vicious One. 



Meridian, Miss., May 10. — A deplor- 
able tragedy was enacted at Okolona, 
Miss., Tuesday night. The details as 
received here are somewhat confusing, 
but it is understood that as a result of 
the affair four men, among the most 
prominent people in the little town are 
dead.

It Will Be Used by the Government ia 
Loading Coal on Steamers Either at 
the Wharves or on Open Sea. 



Kansas City, Mo., May 11. — The big 
five-story warehouse of the Newby 
Transfer & Storage Co., at 1210 and 
1218 Union avenue, was destroyed by 
fire Wednesday night. The loss is es- 
timated at over $100,000. The ware- 
house contained goods from all parts 
of the country. 

James F. McNellis, a fireman, fore- 
man of No. 4 Truck company, was 
killed. After the falling of a rear wall 
McNellis and five other firemen went 
in upon the debris with a line of hose. 
The foreman came in contact with a 
live electric light wire that had been 
carried down from the roof of the 
building and was instantly killed.

New York, May 10. — A coal barge, 
unique in its design, is being construct- 
ed at the Nixon shipyards, Elizabeth- 
port, N. J. The barge will be used by 
the United States Government, and will 
load coal on steamers either at their 
wharves or on the open sea, by a system 
of endless chains the coal being carried 
in huge buckets and weighed in tran- 
sit to or from the vessel. The barge is 
100 feet Icing and has a draught of 10 
feet when loaded. She is 30 feet beam 
and is built entirely of steal. The hull 
is of unusual strength and will carry 
1,000 tons of coal. 



Washington, May 10. — S. B. Don- 
nelly, president of the International 
Typographical union, was before the 
industrial commission Tuesday. Re- 
ferring to the strike of the stereott'pers 
in Chicago last year Mr. Donnelly said 
it was a failure because it did not have 
the sanction of the general order. He 
thought strikes were diminishing. The 
witness estimated that there were 
about 4,000 Morgantlialer machines in 
the United States and said they had 
displaced about 12,000 workmen. 

The printers had accepted machin- 
ery in their work as inevitable, but he 
considered them detrimental to their 
business under existing circumstances. 
Mr. Donnelly opposed the incorpora- 
tion of trades unions because he was 
afraid of the courts. ‘’The banking 
system seems to permeate every- 
thing,” he said. “Not only legisla- 
tures move in the direction indicated 
by the bankers, but the courts must 
do the same thing.”

The tug William Sheffield, while rid- 
ing alongside a New York tow. explod- 
ed its boiler Wednesday night, killing 
on,- man and badly injuring four oth- 
ers. The accident happened just below' 
Albany, N. Y. 

The Spanish government according 
to a dispatch from Madrid has ordered 
20 samples of a new Spanish invented 
rapid fire gun which, it is said, pierces 
1(> centimeters of Harvevized steel at 
a distance of 2,000 yards. 

The secretary of the nav}* has ruled 
that under section 0 of the nav3' person- 
nel bill the examination of engineer 
officers of the navy for promotion shall 
not be made until two years from the 
date of the passage of the act. 

Representatives of 20 leading manu- 
facturers of feed cutting, feed mills 
and cider mills met at Chicago Wed- 
nesday and decided on an advance of 
15 tc 25 per cent, because of the in- 
creased cost of raw materials. 

According to a dispatch from Cairo 
to the London Daily Mail, the director 
of the Egyptian museum has discov- 
ered the mummy of Thothmesl of the 
ISth d 3- nasty.

W m. Blair, one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Chicago and at one time head 
of the William Diair Co., one of the 
largest hardware houses in the United 
States, died Wednesday from pneu- 
monia. Mr. Diair was 87 veal’s old. 

The Neusle Naclirichtca, of Derlin, 
in an article urging the immediate 
increase of the German naval power, 
confesses that Germany is ‘mot able to 
compel v with the United States at sea, 
quite apart from English interven- 
tion.'’ • 

Every post office in the island of 
Porto Rico, about 89 in number, soon 
wili be flying a United States flag. The 
war department Wednesday was asked 
by Acting Postmaster General Hea.th 
to furnish the service sufficient flags 
for this purpose. 

Emile Loubet, president of the Franch 
public, gave his first grand official din- 
ner at the Elysce palace Wednesday 
night. The United States ambassador, 
Gen. Horace Porter, was prominent 
among the diplomatic guests. A re- 
ception followed the banquet. 

Commander Asa Walker, of the Con- 
cord, will be the guest of St. Louis next 
month. He won fame as an ollieer of 
Dewey’s fleet at Manila, the Concord 
assisting in the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet. Commander Walker 
w'ili be joined here by his wife from 
Frankfort. K\-. 

The Derlin correspondent of the 
London Daiij- Mail says: “The en- 

thusiastic reception accorded Emperor 
William in the province of Alsace Lor- 
raine and the ceremonies at the laying 
of the corner stone of the uew fort at 
Metz are regarded as a new' set-off to 
French aspirations. 

It is reported that negotiations arc 
in progress, with an excellent pros- 
pect of soon reaching a successful con- 
clusion, for a combination of manufac- 
turers of all grades of carpets in a cor- 
poration which will be known as the 
National Carpet Co., and will be capi- 
talized at between 510,000,000 and $50,- 
000,000. 

Representatives of the chief iron 
manufacturing houses of Scotland deny 
that a scheme has been submitted to 
them by an American syndicate, head- 
ed by Mr. Andrew Carnegie, to absorb 
the iron and steel interests of Great 
Britain. The gentlemen quoted de- 
clare that Scotch houses will never tie 
themselves up with American monopo- 
lists.

Washington, May 11. — The revival 
of the talk of an extra session of con- 
gress has more behind it than idle gos- 
sip. The contingency of such a ses- 
sion has been discussed at a cabinet 
meeting, and a member of that body 
who was present at the time is author- 
it3' for the statement that the presi- 
dent's mind is strongly inclined to- 
wards such a move. 

Two reasons chiefly control the pres- 
ident in this matter — he wishes the 
policy of the government with respect 
to the Philippines defined and the cur- 
rency question disposed of before the 
party enters the campaign of 1900. The 
president has declared his belief to his 
advisers that peace will be established 
in the Philippines within the next. 
30 days, and that the ownership 
and possession of those islands will no 
longer be disputed. This subject com- 
ing to him so soon, he does not care to 
formulate a policy with respect to 
their government the degree of home 
rule to be granted to them, etc., with- 
out the aid of congress in whose hands 
he placed the whole subject in his 
message to that bod\\ 

The president is unwilling todoany- 
thing that will lessen the present 
abundant prospects of success for his 
party in the coming campaign. lie 
fears that anything looking like delay 
or indecision will have a bad effect. 
For this reason he wants the whole 
country to know before" 1900 exactly 
what the policy of the government will 
be with respect to possessions in the 
far east. 

Another powerful controlling mo- 
tive that is actuating the president is 
his strong desire to have early and pos- 
itive action taken with respect to the 
currency question, lie is said to be 
not thoroughly satisfied with the re- 
sults of the deliberations of the repub- 
lican house caucus committee, which 
recently formulated a bill for introduc- 
tion in the house when it convenes 
again. Although the members of that 
committee are unusually reticent it is 
understood that tiie committee has not 
in all respects followed the sugges- 
tions of the president. Four strong 
points were brought out by the presi- 
dent, and the committee Jwas through- 
ly acquainted with his position. These 
recommendations were: 

First— A provision that will make 
the so-called endless chain caused by 
the redemption of greenbacks with 
gold and consequent runs upon the 
treasury reserve impossible. 

Second — That national banks be per- 
mitted to issue circulation up to the 
par value of the bonds deposited to se- 
cure that circulation, instead of only 
90 per cent., as at present. 

Third — A reduction of the tax on 
national bank circulation, the present 
tax being 1 per cent. 

Fourth — That national banks with a 
capital of only $25,090 be authorized to 
be established in small towns, the 
minimum now being $50,000.
